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Charity

‘And now abideth faith, hope, chari- 
ty, these three; but the greatest of these 
is charity.” 1 Cor. 13:13. 

Webster tells us, that charity is first 
love, good will, almsgiving, disposition 
to think well of others, etc. Since the 
definition of the word “charity” is love, 
we will then take up the word “love” 
and see what it leads to. 

“And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy might,” Deut. 
23. 

“The Lord preserveth all them that 
love him: but all the wicked will he de- 
stroy,” Psa. 145:20. 

We find in the 3rd chapter of 1 John, 
these words, “Behold what manner of 
love the Father hath bestowed upon us, 
that we should be called the sons of God: 
therefore the world knoweth us not, be- 
cause it knew him not. Beloved, now are 
we the sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be: but we know 
that, when he shall appear, we shall 
be like him; for we shall see him as he 
is. And every man that hath this hope 
in him purifieth himself, even as he is 
pure. Whosoever committeth sin trans- 
gresseth also the law: for sin is the 
transgression of the law. And ye know 
that he was manifested to take away 
our sins: and in him is no sin.” 

We find further on, that whosoever 
is born of God, doth not commit sin, 
that he cannot sin, because he is born 


of God. We also find that he that doeth 
not righteousness is not of God, neither 
he that loveth not his brother. We know 
that we have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the brethren. He 
that loveth not his brother, abideth in 
death. Whosoever hateth his brother is 
a murderer; and ye know that no mur- 
derer hath eternal life. Hereby perceive 
we the love of God, because he laid down 
his life for us: and we ought to lay down 
our lives for the brethren. 

John also says, “My little children, 
(speaking to us all) let us not love in 
word, neither in tongue: but in deed 
and in truth.” 

Jesus in His own words hath said, 
“Love your enemies, bless them that 
curse you, do good to them that hate 
you, and pray for them which despite- 
fully use you, and persecute you. For if 
ye love them that love you, what reward 
have ye? do not even the publicans the 
same?” 

We will now look into the word “per- 
secute,” which means in short, to do evil 
to another in any way, speaking falsely, 
backbiting, talking about our neigh- 
bors. 

James says, “Even so the tongue is a 
little member, and boasteth great things. 
Behold how great a matter a little fire 
kindleth. A tongue is a fire, a world of 
iniquity: so is the tongue among our 
members. But the tongue can no man 
tame, it is an unruly evil, full of deadly 


poison.” 

An unruly tongue can cause more dis- 
turbance than anything I know. There 
are many things in this world that are 
truth all right, but there is no need for 
them to be spoken or told to any one. 
Let’s remember what our Savior said in 
Matthew 5:9. “Blessed are the peace- 
makers: for they shall be called the chil- 
dren of God.” Certainly the owner of 
an unruly, tattling tongue, could not be 
a peacemaker in any sense of the word. 
If you know something on yourself, or 
on your neighbor, or any one else, that 
by being told or repeated will cause a 
disturbance, why should it be told? It 
will only cause wrath, heartaches, sor- 
rows, etc. 

Proverbs 15:1 tells us that “A soft 
answer turneth away wrath: but griev- 
ous words stir up anger.” What would 
please the devil, that evil spirit, old Satan 
himself, better than for someone to 
lose his temper and say or do something 
displeasing to God? 

“The tongue of the wise useth knowl- 
edge, but the mouth of fools poureth out 
foolishness.” 

Col. 1:4 mentions the love for the 
saints. If we love our neighbors as we 
love ourselves, and love the Church and 
all its members, we are not going to go 
around biting them in the back, talking 
about them. Let’s get the beam out of 
our own eye and maybe we can see clear- 
ly to get the mote out of our brother’s 
eye. Jesus tells us in Matthew 16:6, to 
beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and 
of the Sadducees, and I might say right 
here, that this word “leaven” means a 
form of sin, wickedness, etc.

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UNITY AND ITS RESULTS

“Now I beseech you, brethren, by the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ that ye 
all speak the same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you; but that ye 
be perfectly joined together in the same 
mind and in the same judgment,” “en- 
deavoring to keep the unity of the Spirit 
and in the bond of peace; only let your 
conversation be as it becometh the gospel 
of Christ.” (Writings of Paul.) “Hav- 
ing compassion one of another, love as 
brethren, be pitiful, be courteous,” 1 
Peter 3:8. 


One of Webster’s best definitions of 
unity is “the state of being one.” God 
instituted the plan of unity in the 
Garden of Eden when He made man and 
wife. He said: “Therefore shall a man 
leave his father and mother, and shail 
cleave unto his wife: and they two shall 
be one flesh.” Just as God ordained that 
man and wife should be one, just so did 
He ordain that members of His body 
should be one, ‘‘and when the day of 
Pentecost was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place,” “‘and these 
all continued with one accord in prayer 
and supplication.” Just as unity in the 
home gives power for parents to rear 
their children in the right way, just so 
does unity in the Church give power for 
the members to become real soul win- 
ners for Jesus. Jesus knew that if His 
members were not a united people, His 
work could never be accomplished. The 
holiest and most precious prayer that 
ever fell from the lips of man came from 
the great heart of the Son of God as He 
was preparing for death, and it was a 
prayer that His disciples might be ONE. 
Listen to portions of the 17th chapter 


of St. John: 


“Holy Father, keep through thine 
own name those whom thou hast 
given me, that they may be ONE, 
as we are. Neither pray I for these 
alone, but for them also which shall 
believe on me through their word; 
that they all may be ONE, as thou 
Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be ONE in us.” 
Why did Jesus pray such a prayer? 

He said: “That the world may believe 
that thou hast sent me!” Folks in their 
dying hours do not send forth needless 
messages, but only those of greatest im- 
portance. Jesus knew the need of that 
hour, as well as the need of this one. 
He was concerned as to whether they 
would be ONE or not, and that should 
be our chief concern today. 


Some of the results of unity are as 
follows: 

1. It will give us undying love for 
our fellowman. David and Jonathan 
were good examples. 1 Samuel 18:1 tells 
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us, “The soul of Jonathan was knit with 
the soul of David, and Jonathan loved 
him as his own soul.” When we have 
that kind of love and unity, when we 
see a man overtaken in a fault, we which 
are spiritual will restore such an one in 
the spirit of meekness; considering our- 
selves, lest we also be tempted. 


2. We will have power in prayer. Je- 
sus said: “Again I say unto you, that if 
two of you shall agree on earth as touch- 
ing anything that they shall ask, it shall 
be done for them of my Father which is 
in heaven.” 

3. We will have the ability to bring 
men to Christ. Mark 2:3 says: “And 
they come unto him, bringing one sick 
of the palsy, which was borne of four.” 
If those four had been pulling in oppo- 
site directions, the sick man would not 
have gotten very close to Christ. Neither 
will the sin-sick in these days, if Church 
members continually bicker, bite and 
devour one another. 


4. We will have pleasure, and the 
blessings of God upon our work, David 
said: “Behold, how good and how pleas- 
ant it is for brethren to dwell together 
in unity. It is like the precious ointment 
upon the head.” Great men working to- 
gether in unity is exemplified all through 
the Bible: Moses and Aaron; Caleb and 
Joshua; Elijah and Elisha; Paul and 
Barnabus, Paul and Silas, and all the 
seventy apostles were sent forth in 
“twos.” 


The President of the United States 
sent out an appeal to the veterans of all 
wars to celebrate this past Memorial Day 
by living so that the deaths of their fal- 
len comrades would not be in vain. In 
this, the Church should fall in line. We 
should commemorate the death of our 
Lord and Master by not letting His dy- 
ing prayer be an unanswered one, but 
we should strive for perfection in the 
holy bonds of unity, that the “world 
might believe that He was sent.”

years ago God saved me from sin after 
I had almost sinned away my day of 
grace.

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The European Crisis 


"They shall come with weeping and 
with supplication will I lead them,” Jec. 
31:9. 


We learn from reading the Jewish pa- 
pers and magazines that the Jews are 
now facing the greatest crisis of all 
their history. The wave of anti-Jewish 
riots in Austria, the threats in Rumania, 
the hopeless position of the people in Po- 
land, the enforcement of the new anti- 
Semitic laws in Germany, and the un- 
certainty of their position in Palestine 
adds fear to those who are leading the 
way for the Jews. One Jewish editor 
said, “In the face of things there is no 
escape. We are trapped. But it would be 
the height of folly to become hopeless- 
ly panic-stricken.” 

The Jews have learned many lessons 
from trouble and sorrow and many times 
they have been whipped and _ beaten 
from one country to another, and to 
give up in despair they would fail to 
learn the lessons that have been so often 
taught them by persecutions in the past. 
They are a part of a very sick world. 
With the healing of the wounds of the 
Jews will come the settlings of the fi- 
nancial problems of earth by that man 
of sin. This is an hour when it is im- 
possible to tell what will happen in a 
world that is torn by disaster and con- 
stant threats of war. Under the circum- 
stances it behooves every nation and ev- 
ery individual to be patient and put their 
trust in the Lord, especially, the Jews 
who are being persecuted and slain will 
have to be patient and risk whatever 
may come to them. 


The Editor of the New York Herald 
says, ‘Where shall the Jews go from 
central Europe? They must go some- 
where.” They have long enjoyed freedom 
where democracy and strength existed 
and where capitalists flourished. In cen- 
tral Europe democracy has faded out 


and prosperity has gone from the land. 
So the Jews must go somewhere. Like 
sheep and cattle they have been driven 
from Germany and now are being driven 
from Austria, the places they have al- 
ways called home. There was a time 
when there was much said about the 
Jewish settlement in Biro-Bidjan in Si- 
beria, north of Manchuria. But this 
dream has faded. Should Russia and Ja- 
pan ever go to war, the Jews would be 
in between two fires, and if one has to 
die it would be better to be buried in 
familiar soil. 

The great problem that is confronting 
the Jewish leaders today is, Where will 
the Jews go who are being thrust out of 
their homes and their property being 
taken from them? It is said that some 
of the Jewish leaders have petitioned 
President Roosevelt asking intercession 
with the Mexican government for es- 
tablishing in Lower California a Jewish 
refuge, to be ultimately incorporated as 
a Jewish state within the federal system 
of Mexico, yet possessing its own local 
government, to be guaranteed by the 
pan-American nations. The Jewish sup- 
porters of this proposition declare that 
Lower California is raw territory waiting 
for a people like the Jews to come and 
work it. The horticulturists say that the 
country has a healthful and © suitable 
climate. Lower California is six times as 
large as Palestine with a population of 
less than 100,000. 


The fight of the Jews in central Eu- 
rope, particularly the recent disturb- 
ances in Austria, sustains the authority 
that the British government announced 
that an increase of approximately 25 per 
cent in the Jewish immigration quota 
for Palestine, which is now limited to 
8,000 persons annually, will be granted. 

It is God’s will for the Jews to be 
taken back to their homeland in Pales- 
tine and that is the proper place for 
them, but owing to the persecutions and 
sorrows that are confronting them now 
as a people, they are forced to look for 
some place that they can go and be cared 
for under the supervision of their own 
people. This place mentioned in Cali-

fornia would be an ideal place for them, 
but would this be the will of God? It 
might serve as a place to gather them 
together for the final going home that 
we feel is just in front of them. 

“Surely the isles shall wait for me, 
and the ships of Tarshish first, to bring 
thy sons from far, their silver and their 
gold with them,” Isa. 60:9. 

For many years the Jews have taken 
ship on Gentile-owned vessels. Today 
thousands of them travel in ships that 
are owned by Jews. En route to Palestine 
these ships have Hebrew teachers and 
they are instructed in the ways and con- 
ditions of Palestine as they travel to- 
ward their homeland. Recently the news 
went forth all over the world, that the 
Tel Aviv harbor was to be dedicated. 
Thousands of Jews sailed toward this 
beautiful harbor. This is now called the 
Gate of Zion for the Jews of the world. 
This was one great event for the Jews 
and spelled economic progress in the up- 
building of Palestine. For many long 
years the Jews have had no port, but now 
this beautiful harbor belongs to them, 
and it is said to be one of the most beau- 
tiful harbors in the world. On this great 
occasion the citizens of Tel Aviv deco- 


rated the streets and at night different 


colored lights were thrown on the crowd 
from tops of houses and from towers. 
The tremendous crowd awaited arrival 
of many expected ships. But just before 
time for the ships to arrive a gale came 
up and the turbulent waters lashed the 
shores. This made it impossible for the 
ships to reach the shore. It is said 
that the ships waited outside the 
harbor for the calm and an = anx- 
ious crowd waited patiently. One of 
the speakers of the memorable occasion 
was Sir Arthur C. Wauchope, recently 
resigned commander of Palestine. Some- 
one remarked that the troubled _ sea 
looked like the troubled world that is 
now in an uproar, and especially repre- 
sented the trouble of God’s people, the 
Jews, in their panic-stricken condition 
in many countries. They hardly know 
where to go. 

But the harbor was finally dedicated 
and the glad, happy throng cheered and 
sang over this great victory. They sent 
wires to New York City and other great 
ports, announcing that the port was 
now open. It is said that in several 
places in America the people gathered 
to receive this news. The thing that is so 
remarkable is that the Jews in so short 
a time had accomplished the completion 
of this harbor and were now ready to 
enter the commercial world. The home 
building in Palestine has become strong- 
er and stronger. This is none other than 
God’s favors to His people, and is a 
sign of the last days. Many prophecies 
are being fulfilled in the rebuilding of 
Palestine by the Jews, and this is the 
place where God would have them go.

Kindness 


In making a list of Christian essentials 
few seem to include kindness. You seldom 
hear a preacher mention it from the pul- 
pit. Yet it certainly belongs to the list 
of Christian graces, and high up in the 
list at that. The life furnished by the 
Spirit of God would be incomplete with- 
out the mention of kindness. 


In the chapter (i Cor. 13) where 
faith, hope, and charity are compared, 
and charity (divine love) declared to be 
ahead, and put first in the list, it is de- 
scribed as being “kind.” Charity is 
kind (v. 4). 


We are to remember that charity is 
essential, and comes before tongues, and 
prophecy and giving. It suffers long for 
the sake of truth. It is not puffed up, 
does not think evil, behave unseemly, 
nor rejoice in iniquity. It never fails. 


_ But let us emphasize, it is kind. 


The spirit of kindness comes from a 
heart filled with love. It is the product 
of the love of God which possesses the 
Christian’s heart. It is an outward ex- 
pression of the warmth of the Christian’s 
heart. It is the grace that enables the 
Christian to properly adjust himself to 
all conditions about him. It is essential 
to a proper relation to the good and bad. 


“And be ye kind one to another, ten- 
derhearted, forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you,” Eph. 4:32. 


In that wonderful list of spiritual at- 
tainments added up to the believer, who 
escapes the corruption of the world, and 
partakes of the divine nature, as re- 
corded in 2 Peter 1:7, brotherly kind- 
ness is put in a very prominent place. 
Those possessing this list are said to be 
fruitful in the Lord, but those who lack 
these things, including brotherly kind- 
ness, are blind and have forgotten they 
were “purged from their old _ sins.” 
Notice in this list, faith, godliness, 
charity, patience, etc. To put brotherly 
kindness in this class certainly gives em- 
phasis to its importance. 


Holy, spiritual people are exhorted to 
practice the spirit of kindness. We be- 
lieve that it is important and should be 
taught and encouraged among Christian 
believers as truly as other Christian vir- 
tues. 

“Put on therefore, as the elect of God, 


holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, 
kindness. humbleness of mind, meekness, 


longsuffering,” Col. 3:12. 


It is in our every day walk, as we come 
in contact with each other, or with men 
in every walk of life, that we need to 
be kind. 


1. In the home the spirit of kindness 
and love are essential to unity and hap- 
piness. Fathers and mothers who con- 
tinually cut and slash each other, and the 
children with unkind words and accusa- 
tions make it hard for themselves and 
unpleasant for all about them. And to 
see this practice in a Christian home 
seems entirely out of place and inexcus- 
able. 


2. In the house of worship you cer- 
tainly expect to see the good loving 
Christian spirit always in evidence. But 
when the preacher so far forgets himself 
as to take advantage of the pulpit to 
give an unfriendly or critical hearer an 
unkind thrust, the Lord is grieved, and 
the spirit and progress of the meeting is 
hindered as well. But it is perhaps still 
worse when members who may have lit- 
tle differences begin to thrust at each 
other in their testimony or prayer. 


3. In the ministers’ meeting and busi- 
ness meeting, when the servants of God 
come together to do business in His 
name, this spirit of kindness and good 
feeling should always exist. How absurd 
and how unreasonable for men to try to 
do business for God when they are them- 
selves out of the spirit. 


4. And in the world about us, if we 
would win men to the Lord, we must 
ever live the life, and manifest the true 
spirit of godliness, and kindness before 
them. Many an unsaved person has been 
driven away because of an unkind word 
or act, from some preacher or professed 
Christian. 


God help us that we may always pos- 
sess the kind and humble spirit of the 


Master.

It is the recogni- 
tion of the divine, as we see how small 
we are, that brings us down before Him. 


5. Honest self-examination, with self- 
improvement as its motive, may result 
in an increase in spiritual strength and 
power to live the overcoming life on a 
higher plane. We sincerely believe that 
all of the fruits and graces of the Spirit 
are thus helped.

Praise God for the way He is working 
in our midst. The Lord has heard prayer 
for Madura and richly blessed in a con- 
vention held there in March. Brother 
isivesey of the British Assemblies of God 
was the speaker in these meetings. Seven 
brothers and sisters came from out-sta- 
tions—Golden Rock and Kumbakonam 
—which have been recently opened up. 
Requests were made for prayer for sal- 
vation and three followed the Lord in 
water baptism, one of these being a 
Brahmin young woman, age twenty- 
two, from Kumbakonam. Her name was 
Lakshimi but she has been given the 
name of Esther Rani. She is tarrying for 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit. Please 
pray that she may soon receive Him, 
and also pray for the large city of Ma- 
dura with so many Hindu temples.

Our permit for the shed in Madura, 
which is a temporary meeting hall, wiil 
expire in September. The Municipality 
will not give the permit for a longer 
period, so the shed will have to be pulled 
down. Where are the saints to meet 
then? This is an urgent appeal for prayer 
and help. Three hundred dollars is needed 
at once to build a suitable Church of 
God assembly place there. This is a good 
investment that will bring in compound 
interest. 


The Lord has opened a door in Oota- 
camund, for which much prayer has 
been offered. Mr. Cook received an invi- 
tation to speak to a young men’s in- 
terdenominational Bible class held in the 
Wesleyan Methodist church. Such inter- 
est was aroused at the first meeting that 
arrangements were made for a week’s 
revival meeting in the Lutheran mission 
church.

Tuberculosis Sanatorium, Arkansas. One 
night I dreamed I saw Christ coming in 
all His glory. I saw a light rise in the 
east, covering half the heavens and 
lighting up all the earth. I was afraid 
at first, then I threw up both hands and 
began to wave them and shout, “Christ 
is coming, Christ is coming and I am 
saved, I am saved.” Glory to God, I 
waked up filled with quiet peace and 
wonderful happiness. 

I kept trying to get a Church of 
Christ preacher’s address, but Brother 
Rouse had prayed for me and anointed a 
handkerchief. My mother sent it to me 
and I was wearing it. It seemed to come 
to me that I didn’t need that preacher’s 
address. I read the Bible a lot and was 
praying that God would heal me. (No 
sanatorium cures tuberculosis.) I was 
bedfast four months. One day I had 
been reading the Bible and praying and 
I felt something tell me “to take up thy 
bed and walk.” But the enemy said, 
“You can’t take up this bed, is isn’t 
yours and besides you haven’t the money 
here for your fare home.” So I was told 
again to “Get up, just raise up any- 
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way.” And I raised up. It was rest hour, 
so when my roommate woke up I told 
her the Lord had healed me. She be- 
lieved me. God had healed in her fam- 
ily, but she said she hadn’t enough faith 
for her own healing. The next time the 
doctor called I told him I was well and 
was only waiting for him to find it out. 
I feel that the nurses and all but one 
doctor thought I was silly. I asked the 
doctor to examine me, but he would 
not. Satan was after me in every way; 
finally I felt that I needed help. So I 
prayed the Lord to lead me to whatever 
I needed to do. My hand strayed with- 
out any effort on my part and I began 
writing to Brother Jesse Danchower, 
Church of God pastor, and asked the 
saints here in Lepanto, Ark. to pray for 
me. Thank God for them, they prayed 
and I got victory. My mother came for 
me March 9. My fever ran high in only 
a few minutes. Satan said I was not 
well, but I was trusting God and re- 
fused to pay any attention to Satan. 
Praise God, I got home after midnight 
after a three hundred mile trip, with 
normal temperature and I sat up almost 
all the way home. My temperature has 
been normal since. I went to church the 
third night after coming home. 


My feet were badly swollen the first 
few days I exercised but I was prayed 
for and the swelling was going out of 
them befcre I left the church. 

I weigh more now than I have in ten 
years. Thank the Lord. I’ve gained 
some since leaving the sanatorium. I 
help mother at home. I wash _ dishes, 
sweep floors, make up beds, churn and 
drive the car. The doctors at the sana- 
torium said I had T. B. in the last stage 
—didn’t even feel sure that I could live, 
said I might live. But praise the holy 
name of Jesus Christ our Lord and 
Savior, I am living and have sweet 
peace in His holy love. 

God help these unbelievers here who 
doubt my healing, who are even callous 
enough to say they don’t believe God 
does such things. O sinner, if you read 
this, harden not your heart but fall upon 
your knees and seek Jesus. He will give 
you light. 

{ went to the altar three times and 
was baptized with the sweet Holy Ghost, 
talked in tongues as the Spirit gave ut- 
terance till about 3:00 a. m. The power 
was still on me at 9:00 o'clock next 
morning. My mother went to the altar 
too and now she has_ the Holy Ghost. 
Thank God! How He blesses if we only 
believe. I am now teaching the Inter- 
mediate Sunday School class; led Y. P. E. 
last Sunday evening and with the Lord’s 
help I expect to continue to lead them. 

Mother and I have been accepted into 
the church and hearts of the saints here 
with open arms. Thank God for all His 
blessings.—Blanche Guthrie, Lepanto, 
Ark. 
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
